In noticing the return of the Super- 
intendent of Police from it flying visit 
to tho Fa it Const, the Go\ - onnnent 
organ declares that Mr, Sullivan found 
nil serene; tho people penceLle and 
contented — well pleased, in fact, with 
tho admirable way things arc managed 
by the present Ministry; yet feeling 
indignant that there should have been 
any intimation of a different condition 
Of things. If this he true, tho organ 
is very wrong in not making Bonie ac- 
knowledgement of error in having 
on the 5th inst. published the follow- 
ing: 

"AtComox a disturbance has taken 
place nmongstthc Indians, and the 
want of a Constable is much felt. In 
a goncral fight ono Si wash Avas killed, 

AND THE PEOPLE TALK ABOUT ESTABLISHING 

a Vigilancf. Committee. The attention 
of the Government is respectfully 
eallod to this state of affairs." 

Wo say, if the statement made yes- 
terday is correct, it is mean of the 
organ not to muli.0 a litting acknow- 
ledgement of tho misstatement of the 
5th, and it is cowardly and contempti- 
ble on its part to endeavor to throw 
the whole onus of circulating a false 
alarm upon a contemporary. But the 
statement made yesterday is not cor- 
rect. It is simply a bungling attempt 
to whitewash the Government. That 
the white residents of Nanaimo and 
Comox are peaceable and lawabiding 
goes without talking; and certainly 
nothing to the contrary has ever been 
intimated in these columns. I3ut that 
they are well satisfied with the way 
things have been managed, that there 
has been no dissatisfaction or com- 
plaint about being left without a pro- 
per staff of oflicers, or that there has 
been no trouble or apprehension of 
trouble arising out of the absence of 
authority is simply and flagitiously 
untrue, and no one knows it better 
than the writer in the organ. He has, 
himself, placed on record the alarming 
state of matters at Comox. As for 
Nanaimo, it seems quite unneccessary 
to repeat facts already familiar to the 
public. But we would simply ask how 
if is possible to believe that 
a community which had repeatedly 
urged, through its Grand Juries, t he 
necessity of having two constables, 
could be perfectly satisfied with one, 
and think it no grevience to be left for 
nearly a fortnight without a single 
orncEit or any kind or mt.ue:, either 
civil on .jldidiital 2 To suggest tho 
possibility of such a thing is simply 
absurd, if a large and important com- 
munity like Nanaimo is content to got 
on in this way, why should not all the 
communities do likewise, and save the 
large expenditures set down in the 
Estimates for such services ? It will 
be unnecessary that we should depict 
the condition inseparable from the 
absence of authority in tho best dis- 
posed communities. Each render can 
do that for himself. It occurs to us to 
ask, Who is the Superintendent of 
Police ? Of what Police ? There is 
a police force in Victoria. But it is 
under the Municipal, not tho Provin- 
cial Government. Wo are not aware 
of the existence of police anywhere else 
in the Province. Oil! we bog pardon. 
There is a policeman at Esquimalt. 
Is the "Superintendent" for him, or 
for looking after the whitewashing 
business V And this is economy — re- 
trenchment! A "Superintendent of 
Provincial Polico," with one solitary 
policeman under him; with a salary of 
$1,750, and expenses! This is ono 
reason why places like Nanaimo ought 
to bo content to get on without a con- 
stable. What little revenue is not 
absorbed by a "Bloated Executive" is 
required to maintain a luxuriant 
"Superintendent of Police," — a com- 
mander without an army— yes, ho has 
ono soldier! ,

Toronto, April J. - Yesterday Mr. 
Speaker Currio placed his resignation iu 
tho hands of the Premier. No cause can 
bo given for Mr. Carrie's action in the 
mutter. 

Tho Ontario Legislature was prorogued 
on tho 2!)th March. The two Orange in- 
corporation bill* passed during tho ses- 
sion, were reserved for the sanction of 
the Governor-General. Ono hundred and 
Sixty-one Bills were passed. 

Her Excellency the Countess of Duffer- 
in lias issued invitations for a ball at Ri- 
deau Hall on the evening of the lGth of 
April. 

Halifax, April 1. — The House was oc- 
oupiod to-day with routino business. Tho 
Provincial Secretary submitted estimates 
for tho ensuing year. Probable revenue, 
$70(5 ,000; yearly estimated expenditure, 
$688,606!, balance in favor of tho Province 
$17,847. 

Ottawa, April 1. — Tho Government 
are reported to have offered to New 
Brunswick members ".Bettor Terms," 
uniting with them tho assumption of tho 
debt of Quebec and Ontario. The Now 
Brunswick members are said to have per- 
emptorily refused the offer, on the ground 
that they would lose more by paying tho 
debts of the larger Provinces than they 
would gain by tho per capita distribution.

House was called by the Clerk o. 
tho Bench .for the purpose of ascertaining 
tho wishes of the people with regard to 
expending tho sum of fifteen hundred 
dollars, such money to bo spent either on 
t he Nanaimo-Comox Road or the Nauaimo 
Departure bay Road. 

Mr. Fawcett, Clerk of the Bench, was 
voted in the chair, when he oxplaimed 
the object of tho mooting. 

Mr. Dunsmuir moved, seconded by Mr. 
Bryd'en, that tho fifteen hundred dollars 
bo expended on the Departure Bay Road. 

Mr. John Foar moved as an amend- 
ment, seconded by Mr. Peck, that each 
District receive its proportion to bo spout 
on the roads in that District. 

Mr. Harvey moved as an amendment to 
Mr. Pear's amendment, seconded by Mr. 
Levi, that this meeting take no action on 
the sum in question, and that unless tho 
entire amount voted by the House, $4000, 
be put at the disposal of the people, wo 
jointly and severally decline to pay Road 
Tax. 

The Chairman refused to put Mr. 
Harvey's amendment, when Mr. Pawson 
proposed, seconded by Mr. Cordon, that 
if the Chairman refuses to put tho amend- 
ment to the vote, this mooting adjourn 
sinedie. The Chairman then put Mr. 
Pawson's motion which was carried unan- 
imously. 

It was then resolved to hold an Indig- 
nation Meeting outside the Court House, 

Mr. Harvey being elected to preside, 

Mr. Gordon moved, seconded by Mr. 
Levi, that a committee bo appointed to 
draft resolutions. The following gentle- 
men were then chosen for that purposo: — 
Messrs. Alport, Harvey, Gordon, Fear, 
Wall and Levi. The meeting was then 
adjourned for one hour. On reassembling 
the following were submitted: 
Report of committee appointed by Indig- 
nation Meeting: 

Resolved, That we, tho inhabitants of 
Xanaimo, view with indignation the con- 
duct of the Government in diverting the 
meagre sum voted by the Provincial As- 
sembly to purposes entirely foreign to the 
interest of this important constituency, 
and we insist upon claiming the whole 
sum voted, for the purpose of expending 
It whore we think proper, naturally con- 
sidering ourselves entitled t« do so, not as 
a privilege, but as a right; and also think- 
ing that we have the best means of know- 
ing the wants of the community and 
where the money voted would be best ex- 
pended. 

Resolved, That wo further view with 
indignation the arbitrary policy of the 
Government of giving us the choice of 
only two specific purposes, viz., Depar- 
ture Bay Road or Coniox Road, on which 
to expend $1500, as others paying their 
share towards the revenue consider that 
they have no right to be overlooked in 
the distributionjof the public monies, and 
they, with reason, claim that they must 
have their rights. 

Resolved, That wo further consider wo 
are as justly entitled to expend the whole 
sum voted for thin district in whatever 
manner we may think best, as has been 
the privilege of other constituencies; and, 
finally, we view with indignation the poli- 
cy the Government has all along pursued, 
not only in the distribution as they 
thought best or politic of public monies, 
but also in regard to almost every other 
matter which affects the general welfare 
of this constituency ; and we pledgo our- 
selves to withhold payment of our Road 
Tax until tho privilege sought is conced- 
ed. 

The above, on being put to tho meet- 
ing, was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Gordon moved, seconded by Mr. 
Peter Sabiston , That copies of these pro- 
ceedings be sent to the Colonist and 
Standard newspapers, with a request to 
publish them. Carried.

On Wedimiday a frightful affair occur- 
ren at Choiutiirius. Since the withdrawal 
of Government protection from tho East 
Coriot the Indians have had an unlimited 
supply of liquor. Drunkenness and light- 
ing are of daily occurrence. Amongst 
the usually quiet Cbemuiaus tribe the 
vice has made serious inroads. On the 
day statedjthe leading men and several wo- 
men wore intoxicated. A quarrel soon 
arose. From bard words to hard blows 
is but a. step. Cue of tho Indians was 
badly beaten. He ran off ; hut soon came 
back accompanied by several friends, all 
armed with muskets. Firing commenced 
and lasted until the ammunition was ex- 
hausted. When tho smoke cleared away 
two Indians lay dead, and two others dy- 
ing. So long as there are no constables 
on the East Coast tho sale of liquor to 
Indians will continue and murders will 
follow. Wo have directed the attention 
of ilia Bloated Executive to the miserable 
condition to which they have brought af- 
fairs on the East Coast ; but they have 
done nothing. Perhaps this shocking oc- 
currence will arouse them to a sense of 
duty. 

No Tariff Changes. — It was generally 
thought that the large public works un- 
dertaken by Canada would necessitate 
some changes in the Customs Tariff this 
year; but the Ministsr of Finance has an- 
nounced that such will not be the case, 
as the revenue will be ample to meet all 
demands. 

Pot ins Poor in it.— -Mr. DcCosmos 
committed a grave error in saying what 
he did about Independence in the Cana- 
dian Parliament; and Sir John inferen- 
tially administered a fitting rebuke when 
he characterized Independence as synony- 
mous with Annexation, and pronounced 
it absurd.

Dr. Sohultz moved for copies of all cor- 
respondence relating to treatios with In- 
dians in the North- west , and in doing so 
he made a long and able speech. 

Mr. Wallace (Norfolk) rose to movo a 
series of resolutions on which to found an 
address to Her Majesty praying that the 
Imperial Parliament be recommended to 
take into consideration a Confederation of 
tho Empire. In an eloquent speech he 
referred to tbo agitation among certain 
classes in England and in this country for 
a change of relations between the Mother 
Country and Canada, and argued that the 
only change which should take place 
should he one binding us closer to the 
Empire, Ho was opposed to Indepen- 
dence and Annexation. While he desired 
to seo the most friendly relations existing 
between this country and tho United 
States, ho never wished to live under the 
Washington Government. If this Gov- 
ernment wished to remain in the Empire 
it should be prepared to bear its share of 
the national expenses. Ho advocated tho 
absorption of tho United States in the 
Empire. (Applause and Laughter.) Such 
a confederation would be worth the ambi- 
tion of every true Canadian. He conclud- 
ed by moving the folio wing resolutions:

No one would at- 
tempt to deny that all the founders of 
Confederation had anticipated was realiz- 
ed. The Dominion had grown in wealth, 
population and power. If anything was 
wanted to add to our greatness, it was sta- 
bility.

Hayti. 

Havana, April 12 — A letter from Jaek- 
mel, Hayfi, dated March 24th, gives the 
particulars of the abortive revolution at 
Gonaives, of which General Michael was 
leader. The authorities succeeded in 
quelling the disturbance, and thirty of 
those implicated were executed including 
tho leader. Michael, who was ahat dresser 
in 1858 and a general in 1808. ho made 
a grandiloquent speech on the scaffold, 
and said: "Great men, like Napoleon and 
others, have their destiny to fulfill.
